MEXIGANORANGES 


Of an Epidemic of Scarlet F«v«r-So 


Thtak the Phyzicl«n«. 


Since the first -of the month ten 


eases of scarlet fever have been re- 
ported to the board of health. 
This ie 


one for every day of the month, but 
even at this rate the majority of the 
physicians think them is no reason far 
serious alarm that there may be a 
dangerous epidemic of the disease in 
tho city. Scarlet fever is peculiar to 
this time of the your aud avery autumn 
shortly after the city schools have 
opened and the cool weather sets in 
the usual number of cases of the fever 
develop. The first symptoms are sore 
throat and fever and on the second 
day the eruptions are visible. 


The principal danger lies in the ex- 


posure to cold and the complications 
have always been dreaded more than 
the disease. No other eruptive disease 
is attended with so many complica- 
tions. The cold excites inflammation 
and produces the glandular swelling. 
The abscesses of the throat aud ear are 
common and this very often produces 
serious results in ruining the saneo 
of hearing and the power of speech. 
The disease centers in the throat aud 
kidneys and the complications follow 
by exposure or other indiscretions. 


A 
medical authority says: "The 


disease is probably always the result 
of contagion which may pai»B directly 
by contact or be transmitted through 
the air or carried by fctnitss. The 
power of the poison to resent changes 
is very groat, as is also the ability to 
pass into milk and other articles of 
food and adhere to letters or other 
power of transmission," 


The diauaue may be transmitted at 


any time, but is most dangerous at 
the convalescent period when 
the 


eruptions dry and scale off the body, 
allowing the tiny partiolea to float in 
the air. One serious phase of tho dis- 
ease is the fact that from the nature of 
it it is closely associated with dypth- 
theria and the two very often work 
disastrous results.

BOARD OF EDUCATION, 


The .only new thing that will be in 


market tomorrow in the way of fruit 
are Mexican oranges. There are sev- 
eral sizes and the (smallest sell for 25 
cents per dozen and the largest tnze» 
at higher prices. The tradu in oranges 
will open in about two weeks when 
tho fruit from California will begin to 
e»me in. There has been no crop in 
Florida and most all of the oranges 
sold will b« from the western count. 
Lemons are very scarce now and soil 
for SO cents per dozen. Bananas are 
15 cents per dozen. 


The variety of vegetables is very 


jcarce. There is the regular run of 
winter vegetables including cabbages, 
Michigan at 10 cents per head, onions 
at 85 cents per peck, turnips at IE cents 
per peck and pumpkins at 5 and 10 
cent* per head. Hublmrd squash sell 
for 10 cents each. Potatoes aro 45 
cents to 50 cents per bnnh«l and sweet 
potatoes sell for 20 cents per peck. 
Now York apples sell fir 40 cents par 
pack. Country tatter is moro plenti- 
ful than it IMS boen aud Bulls for 18 
cents and 20 cents per pound. Eggs 
are scarce and bring 20 cents pel- 
dozen. 


Turkeys are somewhat fccaruo, much 


more so -than is usual at this time of 
y«ar. Nice fowls can be bought for 
1C and 18 cents per pound. Chickens 
sell for 25 cents up. In tho line of 
game there aro quail nt |3 pur dozen 
and mallard ducks at 40 cents each. 
Rabbits sell for 16 cents each. Shell 
oysters bring 25 cents per dozon and 
canned oysters sell from 2fi cents to 
40 cents each. Fresh lobsters can be 
bought for 36 cents and 40 cents each.
